The Senate Permanent Investiga­ 
tions subcommittee, after a 2 i -2 
hour meeting, accepted Sears’ res­ 
ignation unanimous!*

The charge was in­ 
vestigated by gentle, fair minded 
Sen. Ray Baldwin, Connecticut Re­ 
publican, who found McCarthy com 
pletcly wrong 
Whereupon McCar­ 
thy angrily stomped out of the

findings as a “ deliberate and clev 
cr attempt to whitewash the Aliter 
lean military,” and charging that 
Baldwin himself was “ criminally 
responsible ”

illustoned Baldwin wearily resign

2 State Department Communism 
Maryland's veteran Sen, Millard 
Tydings, a conservative Democrat, 
was the next to take on McCarthy.

charges that there were 205 card- 
carrying Communists in the State 
Department and branded the story 
a “ fraud and a hoax.” Last month 
Gen. Bedell Smith, Eisenhower’s

WASHINGTON 
IP- Sen. Homer 
Ferguson (R-Mich.) proposed today 
that Congress appropriate IOO mil­ 
lion dollars for a special network 
of atomic age 
defense highways 
around major cities and potential 
target areas. 
His proposal xx as contained in 
an amendment to a Senate bill, up 
for debate today, proposing $1,010,- 
000.000 a year in federal highway 
aid funds during fiscal 1956 and 
1957. 
Major provisions of the Senate 
bill as the Public Works commit 
tee brought it to the floor are, 
annually, 342 million dollars in fed 
etal aid to the primary highway 
system; 228 million to the secon­ 
dary road system; 190 million to 
the urban system, and 150 million 
to the system of interstate high­ 
ways. 
Another IOO million dollars a year 
would go to such things as forest 
highways, park roads, and high 
ways on Indian and public lands. 
The Senate bill differed drastic­ 
ally from a House-passed measure 
that called for 875 million dollars 
This was the figure recommended 
by the Eisenhower administration 
In effect, Ferguson proposed that 
the goxeminent create a new class 
of roads—special defense highways 
to give new and better entry ways 
for military and civil defense units 
in time of attack and better exit 
ways for civilian populations under 
evacuation.
